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Henry of Prussia Is Given a 
Stale Reception on Arriva 
at Washington, 


DRIVEN TO WHITE ROUSE 
AS SOON AS HE ARRIVED 


After Reception by President, Prince 
Is Driven to Germany Embassy, 
Where He Is Visited by 
Roosevelt—German Flag 
in Evidence. 


Washington, February 24.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia and suite, accompanied by the 
welcoming “ delegations from both the 
president and the Germar. embassy, ar- 
rived here at 10:2C o'clock this morning, 
precisely on schedule time. The trip from 
Baltimcre to Washington was without in- 
cident. In the outlying districts of Balti. 
more crowds gathered to watcn the de- 
parting train and at several points from 
there onward there were little groups at 
the stations past which the train sped. 
The prince occumed the time during the 
run from Baltimore to Washington in 
Gcemccratic fashion, talking freely with 
those about him as they discussed the 
country and the details of nis visit. 

Secretary of State Hay, Secretary of 
the Navy .Long, Assistant Sccretary of 
State Pierce, who had immediate charge 
of the arrangements at the depot, anid 
Count Quadt and two other attaches from 
the German embessy awaited the arrival 
of the train at the depot. They remained 
in an improvised reception room, the 
walls of which were heavily draped with 
intertwining American and German flags. 
“he embassy ofticials were in full uni- 
form. A bugle call by a cavelryman $ta- 
tioned outside announced the arrival of 
the train. It was halted just outside the 
Cepot, the engine detached and the cars 
backed to a position opposite the recep- 
tion room, midwey down the train shed. 
PRINCE MET AT THE DEPOT 

BY A WELCOMING PARTY 

The welcoming party passéd quickly in- 
to the prince’s car and formally extended 
to him the welcome to the city. A few 
rm1.oments later the party emerged and 
passed to the recepticn room, Walking 
rapiacly. and with the erect bearing of a 
trained naval officer, smiling to the group 
of officials, detectives and newspaper 
men, through a double line of whom he 
passe, and saluting with a teuch of his 
rend to the glittering chapeau he wore, 
Prince Henry crorsed the carpeted depot 
aisle ard entered -the reception rooms. 
‘here he remained ten minutcs. Finally 
Prince Henry,’ accompanied by Secretary 
Hay and Rear Admiral Evans, entered 
the iast of the oper carriages The car- 
riages of the others were drawr, up in line 
and the prince’s carriage dashed at rapid 
speed to the head of the column. Instantly 
the police and military escorts wheeled 
into position anc tne party started up 
Pennsylvania avenue fcr the white house. 

Between the police and the carriages 
marched the military escort, comprising 
troops F and G, of the Second United 
States cavalry from Fort Myer, headed 
by the cavalry band and the Fourth bat- 
tery of field artillery, all under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Dimmick. 

Banked along each side of the route, 'n 
addition to the police, were over 1,400 men 
of the District of Columbia militia. They 
fcrmed a double.line of sentinels at in- 
tervals of-four paces. 

Rarely in its history has the white 
house been the scene for a more brilliart 
epectacie than today, when President 
Roosevelt welcomed to the United States 
Prince Henry of Prussia. The welcome 
the prince received was genuinely hearty 
end open-handed, and he in tern showed 
unmistakable evidence of the pleasure it 
gave-him to meet the president of the 
American people. Nothing could have 
beén more cordial and ingenuous than 
thé president’s greeting to the German 

and. it was returned tn kind and 
in full measure. .

PRINCE HENRY 


BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
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IS DINED 


Washington, February 24.—The dinner 

given, to Prince Henry. . by. President 
Roosevelt at the white-house tonight 
closed the honors bestowed on thé royal 
visitor by official Washington today. The 
affair was on an elaborate scale and 
breught together a most disfinguished 
company. 

To accommodate the large number 
of guests the dinner table was sét:in the | 
east room, the decorations of which 
were on the most magnificent scale ever 
attempted. Several thousand little elec- 
tric lights of all colors and arranged in 
fanciful designs supplemented the illu- 
mination from the great chandeliers. 
In the mirrors and windows the electric! 
light designs were of stars and anchors,, 
emblematic of Prince Henry’s duties as 
a sailor. . 

The general color effect in the dining 
room was pink and white, this effect be- 
ing carried out dn decorations and flow- 
ers. Batk of the seats occupied by the 
president and the royal visitor were 
draped from the top of the window the 
German and American flags. Music was 
furnished by the Marine band. 

Shortly before the clock struck 8 Prince 
Henry arrived with Admiral Evans. At 
8 o'clock the guests passed through the 
blue room, where the presentations were 
made and thence to the east room. 
President Roosevelt sat at the head of 
the table with Prince Henry on his right. 
On his Yeft was Lord Pauncefote, the 
British ambassador.

Following the toast of the president to 
the German-emperor, Prince Henry arose 
and addressing himself to the president, 
proposed a toast to him and the. peaple 
of ‘the United States, accompanying | 1t 
with an expression of good wilt and hope 
for the continuation of friendly relations 
bétween the German and American na- 
tions. Then followed Mr. Roosevelt's 
toast to Prince Henry.

President Roosevelt and party left 
Washington shortly before midnight to- 
night for New York, where tomorrow he 
is to witness the launching of the yacht 
Meteor, built for the emperor of Ger- 
many. 

Before the dinner at the white hnouge 
tonight there was presented to the presi- 
dent a large pastel portrait of Prince 
Henry in naval attire, a statue (bust) of 
the emperor and an autograph naval scale 
prepared by the emperor.

MET WITHOUT WITNESSES 

In conformity with diplomatic etiquette 
the president received the royai visitor in 
trivate, and without Intreduction. This 
was meade necvseary by the fact that 
there is now in the United States no 
representative of the German nation of 
sufficiently high rank to present to the 
president a prince of the royal blood, a 
brother and personal representative of the 
German er:peror. After the greetings had 
been exchanged the president led the 
tTrince into the red parior and introduced 
him to Mrs. Roosevelt and his daughter, 
Miss Alice. After a few words with them 
the royal visitor was corducted into the 
green room and introduced to the mer:- 
bers of the cabinet and their ladies. 
After the ceremony the following state- 
ment was made by Assistant Secretary 
Pierce: 

“The conversation between the president 
and the prince was of a pmrely formal 
nature and had no political significance 
further than that contained in the usual 
general expressions of international amity 
and good will.’’ 

The party then proceeded to the east 
room, where the members of the prince's 
suite were introduced to the president. 

On the party reappearing, the Marine 
band played “‘Hands Across the Sea.”’ and 
with a few sharp military commands the 
drive to the German embassy was begun. 

Prince Henry arrived at the German 
embassy shortly after 11 o'clock, the ap- 
reoach, of the party being announced by 
the shrill notes of cavairy bugies.

There were early morning rumors that 
the Tillman invitatidg} would be recall- 
ed, the ostensible regson being that, as 
he was in contempt othe senate, he had 
no status as senatom® and it was owing 
to his position as s@fator that he had 
been invited. Sever} democratic sena- 
tors had, it was sid, been @®nsulted 
and one of these ha@: suggested to Sen- 
ator Tillman that he send in a declina- 
tion. 

This he refused to do on the ground 
that the invitation had not been sought 
by him and he could see no reason 
to withdraw his aeceptance. 
TILLMAN FLATLY REFUSED 

TO SATISFY ROSEVELT 

The president sent for+Senator Cock- 
rell, of Missouri, and asked him, as a 
friend and democratic colieague of Mr. 
Tillman, to suggest to the latter the pro- 
priety of withdrawing hig acceptance of 
the dinner dnvitation. The president ex- 


plained his attitmde in the matter and 
said that, in view: ‘ythe contempt pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Tilimin's presence’ would 
not only be an affront to the senate, but 
a discourtesy to Prince. Henry. Mr. 
Cockrell aceepted the commisgion and. 
later telephoned to the president that 
Mr. Tillman absolutely refused to with- 


draw his acceptance in response to the | 


president's suggestion. The president 
then immediately cancelled the invitation 
in a note he dispatched directly to Mr. 
Tillman shortly “Defore noon today. In 
this note, which was very brief and 
formal, the president stated that he 
regretted he was obliged to withdraw the 
invitation. Simultaneously Senatg: Mar- 
tin, of Virginia, was invited to take 
Mr. Tillman’s place at the dinner, as the 
next ranking democratic member of the 
senate naval affairs eommittee,

ident regrets that he is compelled to 
withdraw the invitation to you to dine 
tonight at the white house.

TILLMAN’S SHARP WORDS 
ON PRESIDENT’S ACTION 
Commenting upon the letter Mr. Till- 
man says: 
“The president, of course, has the right 
to invite any one he chooses to dine with 


the right to withdraw such invitation. As 
i am not conscious of having done any- 
thing persona! or official which gives the 
president the mght to insuit me, 1 am 
surprised at his action. ‘Me invitation 
to this dinner came to me unsought and 
unexpectedly, and, so far as the with- 
drawal is concerned, it is a matter of 
indifference to me. It is the 
motive behind it which seeks to put me 
in the condition of unworthiness to meet 
the president ana his guest before final 
action by the senate. Prince Henry, the 
president’s guest, comes from a country 
where custom makes it obligatory upon 
any man who regards himself a gentie- 
man to promptly resent an Insult and the 
method is by challenge to a duel. That 
was once the custom, but it Is now obso- 
lete ¢n the United States, and we have 
been forced, as a people, here to cling to 
the old Anglo-Saxon rule of considering 
the lie direct as the first blow, and no 
man could hold up his head in decent 
society should he, being near enough to 
answer the He with a blow, not give it. 

“As for my being in contempt of the 
senate, which, I presume, is the excuse 
for this insult at the hands of the presi- 
dent, that I deny. I have been guilty 
of a breach of the rules and the privi- 
leges of the senate. The senate was not 
sitting as a court. but as a legislative as- 
sembly. It has the right to expel me if 
it sees fit and I am ready to abide its 
judgment and action. It has the right 
to arrest me and to hold me in custody 
until it makes dispos‘tion of my casé, 
but it has no mght to gag me and the 
president has no right to judge me guilty 
of conduct unbecoming a gentleman un- 
less he belies all his antecedents, which 
lead one to believe that he would have 
done just as I da under the circumstances. 
As to which of us % the gentleman in 
this matter, In view of the unsought in- 
vitation to dinner at the white house 
and its indecent withdrawal, I am willing 
to abide by the judgment of all brave 
and self-respecting men.”

EADQUARTERS Military Cov- 
ernor, isiand of Cuba, Havana, 
February 20, |1902.—The claims of 
Cuba are just. No one has been able, 
up to this date, to show that a fea- 
sonable reduction of the @utiés on 
Cuban products will jeopardize the su- 
gar industry in the United States. 

Our consumption has intreased 
more rapidly than our, production. 
We produce in the United States 
proper a little more than one-fifth of 
our consumption, and it is largely for 
the protection of this fractional part 
_of our consumption that the entire 
people pay the price of $0.1 68-100 
per pound on the sugar which they 
use. 


CUBA ACCEPTED PROTECTION, 
BELIEVING AMERICA JUST 

Cuba has accepted the Platt amend- 
ment. She is largely dependent_ px 
“us and accepted our protection te 
faith, believing that she would 
dealt with justly and liberally. The 
United States is the only market for 
her sugar and one of the principal 
markets for her tobacco. 

We are in every way interested in 
her development. We canot permit a 
foreign power to occupy her territory. 
We must, as a measure of self-protea 
tion, maintain her sanitary conditiony 
and we must maintain order in the 
island. 

With the destruction of her Sigar 
and tobacco industries, especially the 
former, which a continuance of the 
present condition will soon bring 
about, we shall have an army of {dle 
people in Cuba, without work and. 
without money, and this hungry éle- 
ment is apt to be lawless. 


MANY LIVES JEOPARDIZED; 
MILLIONS MAY BE LOsT 

Sanitation cannot be kept up; thera 
will be insufficient funds for schools or 
public works. Normal conditions will 
have to be reestablished or the thou- 
sands of lives and hundreds of millions 
of dollars we have spent wil!l have been 
largely without permanent results, 
and we shall be called upon to do over 
again the work which we have already 
done. 

With reasonable tariff reductions 
Cuba’s trade, now of seventy million 
dollars, will soon be worth one hun- 
dred to one hundred and fifty milliofis, 
and with a reciprocity agreement be- 
tween the two countries four-fifths of 
this trade will come to us.

FLAG OF :_HOHENZOLLERN’S 
FLOATS OVER THE EMBASSY 


Over the embassy floated a flag which 
has never been seen in Wasnington be- 
fore—thée pergomal flag of the imperial 
family of Germany. It showed not only 
the colors of the German nation, but-aleo 
in the center the imperial coat of arms, 
Along the front of the embassy entrance 
were looped the German colors, inter- 
twined with garlands of laurel and tall 
green pine tops. 

As the escort-of troopers swung up to 
the terrace they broke into columns and 
the flashing sabers were brought to a 
Balute as Prince Henry drove through. 
Just before the’ embassy door stood a 
guard of honor of-ten United States en- 
gineers, 6-feoters every one of them, in 
their bright uniforms, as rigid as statues. 
Prince Henry returned, the salute of the 
officer and théen passed inside. 

Once within the German embassy, his 
imperial highness was, indeed, at home, 
for in diplomatic parlance this was the 
same as the native soil of the fatherland. 
The first brief salutations now gave way 
to a generous German welcome. The prince 
was escorted up the main. stairway to the 
spacious reception room, used as a bail 
room. Here, from the west wall, looked 
down the life-size of} portrait of Emperor 
William in massive gold frame, topped 
with the imperial crown. At every hand 
the German colors gave a friendly .we'- 
come to the imperial] guest. As the prince 
entered the chamber he faced a silken 
banner of red, white and black, linking 
together the portraits of the emperor and 
empress. Not only were the imperial 
colors here, but every state in Germany 
jofned in the welcome, each by a Ssliaen 
flag. 

The prince and his party laid aside their 
wraps and the confusion of arrival gave 
way to the calm. dignity with which af- 
fairs about the prince are conducted. Al- 
though there was no excessive formality, 
yet at all times there was that deference 
due a member of the imperial family. 
The entire first floor of the embassy had 
been placed at the disposal of the prince 
and his personal staff, and soon the draw- 
ing room, the Japanese room, the smoking 
room and thé ambassador's study had 
their groups of guests and officials. 


‘Throughout the brillant assemblage there 


Was no one without a uniform, and this 


‘made the assemblage singularly different 


from a black-coated American gathering. 
Prince Henry had ag his private study 
the Japanese room, with its rich Oriental 
furnishings and curios, even the walls 
showing the characteristic Japanese 
storks. 

The main body of the prince’s staff, 
after the call at the white house, proceed- 
ed to the new Willard hotel, where quar- 
ters covering the entire first floor were 
at their disposal.

Tremendous cheering from crowds at 
11:40 announced the coming of President 
Roosevelt to the embassy to return the 
call of Prince Henry.

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YACHT TAKES WATER TODAY 


Craft of the Kaiser ‘Will Be Launched 
at 10 O’Clock. 


POLICEMEN 


HUNDREDS OF 


Will Be Scattered Through the Crowd 
To Protect Prince—All Ar- 
rangements Completed, 


New York, February 24.—The finishing 
touches on the emperor of Germany’s 
new yacht were given today and tonight 


every Ming wasn readiness for the launch- 
ing, which takes place at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow. The union jack was hoisted at 
her bow and from a small temporary 
staff amidships floated thé imperial Ger- 
man standard. The American flag flies 
aft and strung from the bow up to and 
over the temporary staff and down to the 
taff rail runs a string of the interna- 
tional signal code flags. 


Where Miss Roosevelt Will Stand. 
Directly under the cut water of the 
yacht is the bunting-decked stand on 
which Miss Roosevelt, Prince Henry and 
President Roosevelt and two or three 
others will stand. In the center of this 
Httle platform is a box about 3 feet high. 
Into this box are run the steel wire ropes 
from the ,yacht’s cradle. These are 
caught by a line which Miss Roosevelt 
will’ cut with a specially made silver 
hatchet. The cutting of this rope will 
release the weights and the yacht will 
immediately start down the ways. 

After the launching the prince will go 
fo the Hohenzollern, where lunch will be 
served at1lp. m. He will then be taken 
to the battery, where a ni¥@ry escort 
will receive him at 3:30 p. m. and thence 
to the city hall, where he will be present- 
ed with the freedom of the city. This 
ceremony is set for 4p. m. The mayor's 
dinner will be at 6:30. After this the 
prince will attend the opera. 

Two Thousand Policemen. 

Two thousand policemen in uniform 
and citizens’ clothing will be in service 
to look after the comfort and safety of 
Prince Henry, his suite. Predident Roose- 
velt and his party and other distinguish- 
ed guests of the city. Nine hundred uni- 
formed men will line Broa@Way and ad- 
jacent streets from the battery to West 
Thirty-fourth street. 

On Staten island, in martner’s harbor 
and facing Shooters island, there will be 
20 men and an equal number stationed 
on Shooters island facing Staten ésland. 
Three tug boats will cruise around the 
island with a dozen policemen on each. 

A detail of ten picked men will go to 
Jersey City in the morning to meet 
President Roosevelt and his party.» With 
Printe Henry there will be the regular 
detail from.the. detective force. Captain 
Titus will have, besides these men, over 
a hundred detectives in plain clothes cir- 
cling through the crowds.

HOT DEBATE IN:SENATE 
WHILE HE WAS. PRESENT 


He Seemed Greatly Interested in the 
Proceedings—Members of the 
House Presented—No Demon- 

stration Was Made by 
the Senators. 


Washington, February 24.—The visit of 
Prince Henry and his suite to the capitol 
must have been not only a gratifying ex- 
perience to the royal visitor, on account 
of the warm and flattering reception he 
received at both the house and senate, 
and of the opportunity it afforded of 
meeting personally the leaders of/ both 
houses, but it must have beet an extremv- 
ly interesting experience as well. 

Prince Henry not only saw the houses 
of the American parliament at work, but 
in the senate he witnessed one of those 
rare and intensely dramatic moments 
which come in that body occasionally at 
the conclusion of a great debate. 

The prince and his party in carriages, 
escorted by.a troop of cavalry and flank- 
ed on either side by a bicycle platoon of 
police, arrived at the eastern entrance of 
the capitol at 4 o’clock. The party was 
met by a committee from the house, con- 
sisting of Mr. Hitt, of Illinois; Mr. Dins- 
more, Of Arkansas, and General Gros- 
venor, of Ohio, chairman of the commit- 
tee having the arrangements for the 
prince’s reception, in charge. Brief cor- 
dial greetings having been exchanged, the 
prince and his party, under the protec- 
tion of a half hundred police, were con- 
veyed through solid walls of people pack- 
ed in the rotunda and statuary hall to 
the room of Speaker Henderson. 


His “Royal Highness’ Presented. 

Here the speaker, who was awaiting 
him, greeted the prince with a warm 
hand-shake as Mr. Hitt presented ‘his 
royal highness.’’ General Henderson in- 
vited the prince to be seated while the 
German ambassador made the other in- 
troductions, and then in a few words 
formally welcomed him. 

“Your royal highness,”’ he said, turning 
to the prince, who instantly arose, ‘‘it 
gives me very sincere pleasure, in behalf 
of the United States house of representa- 
tives, to greet you with a cordial and 
heartfelt welcome, and it gives me all 
the greater pleasure as you come repre- 
senting in eminent degree: that friendly 
feeling which exists between your nation 
and ours, and representing also the cor- 
dial feeling of the illustrious head of the 
German empire. When you are ready to 
go from here we have made suitable pro- 
visions for your accommodation in the 
gallery so that you can See the house of 
representatives in session.

TILLMAN AND McLAURIN 
NOT PERMITTED TO VOTE 

Neither Mr. Tillman nor Mr. McLaurin 
was permitted by voice or by vote to par- 
ticipate in the senate proceedings on the 
Philippine tariff bill. 

Senator Frye, president pro tem. of the 
senate, gave directions to the, clerk of 
the senate today that the names of Sena- 
tors Tillman and McLaurin, of South 
Carolina, must not be called on roll calls 
of the senate until further notice. This 
fixes the status of the senators, who are 
practically suspended from all senatorial 
functior.s. 

The question as to their right to vote 
precipitated a sharp debate lasting near- 
ly two hours. Mr. Turner, democrat, of 
Washington, contended vigorously for the 
right of the two senators to cast thcir 
yotes, and he was sustained by Mr. Pat- 
terson, of Colorado, Mr. Bailey, of Texas, 
and other democrats. They held that 
even though the two senators actually 
were under arrest and in the custody of 
the sergeant at arms, they could demand 
that they be allowed to vote, as the sen- 
ate had not passed on their case. 

Mr. Foraker, Mr. Aldrich and other re- 
publicans held that the senators clearly 
could not participate In any of the pro- 
ceedings of the senate until they had 
purged themselves of the contempt and 
the senate had removed the ban placed 
on them. ; 

The president pro tem., Mr. Frye, held 
that the two senators could not vote, ana 
he was sustained by a majority of the 
s+ nate. 

When the name of Mr.*McLaurin was 
passed Mr. Patterson asked why, but was 
drowned im a chorus from the republican 
side demanding the “regular order.’’ 

When the roll aall was completed Mr. 
Turner, democrat, of Washington, de- 
manded to know why the name of the 
senior senator from South Carolina had 
not ben called. 

The names of both senators from Souch 
Carolina, replied Mr. Frye, the president 
pro tem., ‘‘were omitted by the clerk by 
direction of the chair.” 

Then followed quite a wrangle, Mr. Tur- 
ner insisting on discussing the question 
of the right of the South Carolina sena- 
tors to vote. Mr. Frye, in the chair, 
however, said that the matter of keeping 
to that agreement remained with the 
senators, and also that he would not re- 
fuse to recognize a senator who rose to 
a question of personal privilege. 

Mr. Turner insisted that the fact that a 
senator had beh declared to be in con- 
tempt did not deprive him of the right 
of voting. Such a contention, he mair- 
tained, would be a monstrous proposition. 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, said it would %4e 
contrary to common decency for a mem- 
ber of the body declared to be in con- 
tempt to attempt to participate in the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Mallory, of Pilorida, Imsisted that 
the fact that the senators were in con- 
tempt indicated that they had not yet 
been punished and he maintained, there- 
fcre, that until the senate parsed on the 
matter, the senators were in the same 
status as any other senators.

“The undersigned, holding a commission 
in this body from the sovereign state of 
South Carolina, as one of its senators, 
and having been in the fulkand undisputed 
exercise of that high office for seven 
years last past, solemnly protests against 
depriving him of tne right as such sena- 
tor to vote on the pending measure and 
to take part genera'ly in the proceedings 
of the senatc. and he respectfully askd 
that this, his protest. may be spread on 
the sournals of the senate. 

“While it is true that the undersigned 
has been adjudged to be in contempt of 
the senate for disorder committed in its 
presence on the last legisiative day be- 
fore this, an act committed in the t of 
-blood and which he regrets and has apoto- 
gized for, that-incident hag passed and 
gone, and he is now in his place as a 
senator, desircus of proceeding in order 
and in accordance with the rules of the 
senate, in the performanee of the high 
duties entrusted to him by the authority 
and under the seal cf the state of South 
Carolina. 

“In making this protest the undersigned 
is not moved by considerations personal 
to himself. He is not restive ainder the 
just discipline of this body. He is readwv 
to cheerfully accept such order ag it may 
make for the’ vindication of its rights 
and its dignity. But until that order 
shall have pe@n made, and until it shall 
have adjudged his expulsion, if the senate 
thinks his offfnse merits that punish- 
ment, he cannot silently permit his state 
to be deprived of its full constitutiona] 
representation on the noor of this cham- 
ber, which is most notably exemplified in 
its right through its senators to Vote and 
speak upon every measure before it.”’

DEMOCRATS SCATTERED 
UN MOTION 10 REDUCE 


Had They All Voted Together a Re- 
duction Amendment by Foraker 
Would Have Been Carried. 
Bacon and Clay Make 
Speeches.

Washington, February 24.—(Special.)— 
The Philippine tariff bill passed the sen- 
ate late this afternoon as reported by 
the committee. The minority substi- 
tute which dec‘ared it to be the purpose 
of this government to eventually grant 
independence was defeated by. practically 
a party vote. 

The most notable vote upon any of the 


amendments was that upon Senator Fora-. 


ker’s proposition to grant the imports 
from the Philippines a 50 per cent rather 
than a 2 per cent reduction from the 
Dingley rates. There were no party lines 
on this, a number of republicans voting 
with Senator Foraker and the majority 
of the democrats, but a number of the 
democrats voted against the amendment. 
Both Georgia senators voted for it. If 
all the democrats had voted the same way 
the amendment would have carried. 

It was.a most sensational day with 
the upper house of congress, being 
marked by a clash between McComas 
and Wellington, a strong effort to pre- 
vent South Carolina from being deprived 
of her votes and the presence of Prince 
Henry. 

What the Bill Provides. 

As passed the measure provides that 
articles imported into the Philippine ar- 
chipelago from the United States shall 
be required to pay the duties levied 
against them by the Philippines commit- 
tee and paid upon like articles import- 
ed into the archipelago from foreign 
countries; that articles imported into the 
United States from the Philippines shall 
pay a duty of 75 per cent of the rates 
fixed by the. Dingley law, less any ex- 
port taxes paid upon the articles sent 
from the Philippine archipelago as re- 
quired by the Philippine commission. A 
articles now imported free into the Unit- 
ed States shall be hereafter exempt from 
export duty imposed by the Philippines. 

The bill exempts the commerce passing 
between the United States and the Phil- 
ippines from the operation of the navi- 
gation laws of the United States until 
January 1, 1904, and authorizes the Phil- 
ippine commission to issue licenses to 
craft now engaged in lighterage or ex- 
clusively harbor business, provided such 
craft are built in the United States or 
in the Philippines and owned by citizens 
of the United States or inhabitants of 
the Philippine islands. 

The duties and taxes collected in pur- 
suance of this act shall be paid into the 
treasury of the Philippine islands and 
used for their benefit. All articles man- 
ufactured in bonded ware houses of 
imported materials or of materials sub- 
ject to internal revenue tax, when ship- 


ped from the United States to the Philip- 


of 


Bacon Replies to Spooner. 

Senator Bacon patd particular atten- 
tion to Senator Epooner, cf Wisconsin, 
whose speech tne other day is regarded 
hy the vepublicans as the strongest’ that 
has been made on their side of the de- 
bate. He quoted a: some ‘engih former 
speechcs frem Spooner, in which he 


had declared that he would shrink from ' 


the notion that permanent retention of 
the Philippines was in the interest of 
this country, as it would entail endless 
and vast burden upon the industries of 
our people. Senator Bacon showed that 
Senator Spvoner had said he could not 
vote for the treaty if it involved per- 
manent dominion, and has expressed the 
hope that the Philippines would in the 
end be given a government of their own. 
He contended that the present attitude 
of the minority was clearly approved 
and justified by the utterances of the 
republican senators at the time of the 
ratification cf the treaty. He repudixted 
the charge that the democrats were in- 
different to the safety of the army; they 
had their full complement of soldiers 
there. Men of his own. blood. the 
Georgian declared, his friends and sons 
of his friends, were in the army in the 
Philippines. 

With regard to the charge of Senator 
Spooner that the democrats were tak- 
ing a treasonable position, Senator Bacor 
declared that if the Wisconsin senator 
believed this he ought not to consider 
them worthy to take his hand. The 
senator did not press his amendment, 
Submitted the other day, but said he 
would when the Pnhilippine government 
bill was under consideration, as he be- 
lieved it represented the position of 
the demovrratic party. 

Clay Defends Democrats. 

Senator Clay went particularly irtc the 
charges of the republicans that the 
democrats were not upholding the army 
and that their position was treasonable. 
He referred particularly to the utterances 
of Senator Tolliver, of Iowa, and quoted 
the speeches made by prominent re- 
publican senators when the peacc treaty 
was urder consideration, showing that 
it is net the democrats who, in opposi- 
tion t» permanent domiricn over the 
islancs, have changed front. 

Senator Clay contended that these 
charges came in bad grace from lowa, 
which had sent scarcely more than half 
its quota of soldiers to the Spanish war, 
while Georgia had exceeded hers by about 
20 per cent. The democrats had voted 
for every appropriation for the army, 
as was shown by every bill or resolution 
offered by the majority. The democrats 
were not in favor of any haul-down-the- 
flag-or-scuttle policy, but had always hel 
there must first be a triumph of the 
American arms and a stable government 
before withdrawal would be considered, 
There were‘no differences between sena- 
tors on that proposition. He defended 
Mr. Bryan's attitude and showed that 
the republicans had misrepresented it. 
He was beginning to discuss plans for 


procedure in the Philippines when his time 


expired.

Victor, Colo., February 24.—Six assay 
(ffices in the Cripple Creek district were 
wrecked by being blown up by powder 
early today. Men, women and children, 
cecupying the buildings wrecked, were 
hurled out of their beds ty the shocks 
and serious injuries inflicted. 

In every instance the objéct sought by 
the wreckers was accomplished by the 
destruction of the offices with their fire 
equipment and delicate balances. The 
authorities are doing everything possible 
to discover the perpetrators of the crime. 

The general impression here is that the 
acts were the resuit of a general move- 
ment to rid the district of all high-grade 
cre purchasing institutions. Bloodhounds 
from Canon City have been called for. 

For several years there has been sys- 
tematic stealing of rich ore from the 
mines, amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars monthly. It is alleged that more 
than fifty assayers in the district have 
made a business of buying such ore.

Mr. Dolliver, of Iowa, deciared that it 
was not possible to make an attack on 
the government's Philippine policy with- 
out staining the monument the American 
people were raising to William McKin- 
ley. He had liftle respect for a man 
who thought the cause of liberty had a 
better chance under a Malay chief than 
under the American flag. 

‘Mr. Vest, .of Missouri, gave notice of 
an amendment that by phe pending bill 
it should not be held that the United 
States intended to corporate the inhabi- 
tants of the Philippines into citizenship 
of the United States, nor to retain the 
islands permanently as an integral por- 
tior’ of the United States; but that it is 
the intention to establish in the Philip- 
pine archipelago a government suitable 
to the wants and conditions of the Phii- 
ippines. P 

Mr. Elkins, of West Virginia, main- 
tained that the treaty of Paris and the 
decisions of the supreme court deter- 
mined the status of the Philippines. 
They belonged to the United States. The 
Filipinos owed allegiance to the United 
States and the United States owed pro- 
tection to the Phillippines, and the re- 
publican party, he said, would see that 
these obligations were discharged. 

Republicans and Trusts. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, said the dem- 
ocratic party maintained that trade be- 
tween the United States and the Phil- 
ippines should be free and that ulti- 
mately independence should be granted 
to the Filipinos. He asserted that the 
policy of the republican party was dic- 
tated by the trusts. 

Mr. Lodge said that so much acrimony 
had béen developed that an incident had 
occurred -on Saturday which all deeply 
deplored, That incident had grown out, 
he said, of the fact that the ordinary 
decencies of debate had been brushed 
aside. The time had come for the senate 
to restore its debates to a high plane. 

“Within a week,’’ he added, ‘‘we have 
heard a dead president charged with be- 
ing guilty of deceiving one senator and 
of bribing another and of treating the 
Filipinos inhumanely.”’ 

Mr. Dubois, of Idaho, said he had left 
the republican party, not so much on ac- 
count of the money question as because 
the “great corporations and trusts” had 
gotten control of the republican coun- 
cils. : 

Mr. Siewart argued that the republican 
party go forward and do its duty. 

Mr. Allison defended the policy of the 
administration in the Philippines and as- 
serted that such a government was be- 
ing established in the islands as would 
enable all the people there to participate 
in it. 

Mr. Rawlins. charge of the minority 
substitute, made a brief speech in sup- 
port of the substitute. 

The debate was closed by Mr. Fairbanks 
in support of the pending measure, 

Four o'clock having arrived, Mr. Lodge 
offered the amendments of which he had 
given notice one hour before and both 
were adopted. 

The amendments were: To provide for 
the right of appealing to fre board of 
general appraisers and to fix July 1, 1904, 
as the time when the navigation laws of 
the Unifed States should be extended ab- 
solutely to the Philippines. 

Mr. Patterson, democrat, of Colorado, 
then offered his amendment providing 
for the repeal of the sedition acts passed 
by the Philippine commiss,on, and a vote 
was taken on it. 

Prince Henry in Senate. 

At this point the guest of the natton, 
Prince Henry of Germany, was escorted 
into the chamber to a seat by the side 
of President Pro Tem. Frye. As the 
prince ascended the president's platform 
the senate rose as a body and hearty ap- 
plause swept over the floor and the 
thronged galleries. 

Prince Henry occupied his seat beside 
Senator Frye for twenty minutes and 
then withdrew from the chamber, accom- 
panted by his escort, amid applause from 
both the floor and the galleries. 

Mr. Teller’'s amendments declaring 
that the constitution and all laws of the 
United States which are not locally ap- 
plicable shall have the same force in 
the Philippines as elsewhere in the United 
States, was voted down—26 to 47. 

Mr. Hoar’s amendment providing that 
no person shall be convicted of treason 
in the Philippines by ary tribunal, civil 
or military, except upon ‘The testimony 
of two witnesses or on confession in 
open court, was agreed to unanimously, 
the vote being 6 to nothtng. 

Mr. Hoar offered another amendment 
providing that there should be no pun- 
ishment by any tribunal of the United 
States, civil or military, of any person 
who should fail to give informat‘ton of 
the treason of a mother, father, son or 
daughter. The amendment was agreed 
to—38 to 34. 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, offered an amend- 
ment providing that the rate of duties 
upon articles coming into the United 
States from the Philippine islands should 
be 50 per cent of the Dingley rates in- 
stead of 75 per.cent. It was rejected—2 
to 4. Upon this vote party Mnes were 
abandoned.

Justice Shiras, in Rendering Decis- 
ion, Holds That Owners of the 
Lines Should Be Parties 
to the Suit of the 
State.

Washincton, Felb@uary 24.—The United 
States supreme court today delivered its 
cpinion in the cas of the state of Minne- 
sota v. the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, on the application of the state to 
file a bill of compieint in that court. The 
opinion was read by Justice Shiras, and 
the motion for leave to file the biil was 
denied an tne ground that this court 1s 
without jurisdiction. 

This is the case in which the state of 
Minnesota made an effort to secure the 
intervention of the supreme court t0 
prevent the merging of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern railroad 
companies by injunction. Judge Shiras 
summed up the judgment of the court as 
follows: 

“As the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacitic railroad c>™mpanites are indispens- 
able parties without whose presence the 
ecurt, acting as a court of equity, cannot 
proceed, anu 3s our constitutional juris- 
diction would not extend to the case if 
these compxunies were made parties de- 
fendant, the motion for leave to file the 
proposed bill must be and is denied.” 

Aspects of the Case. 

Justice Shiras siid the case presented 
is that the state %f Minnesota is appre- 
hensive that a majority of the stock- 
holde~s respectively of the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific railway com- 
panies have combined and have made an 
arrangement through the organization of 
a corporation of the state of New Jersey 
whereby such consolidation. or what is 
alleged to amount to the same thing, 
shall be effected as will operate to defeat 
and overrule the policy of the state in 
prohibiting the consolidation cf paraltel 
end zsompeting lines of railway, and, 
therefore, had appealed to a _ court of 
equity to prevent by injunction the 
operation aud effect of such a combina- 
tion as arranged. He ihen stated that 
‘he question to b2 determined was wheth- 
er the parties to the cas? were before the 
court, and he held that it was obvious 
that the minority stockholders of the two 
railro2d companies are not represented in 
the ccntroversy by the companies whose 
stock they hold, and they as represeata- 
tives ought not to be affected without a 
hearing, even if it -were conceded that a 
inajority of the stock in such companies 
held by a few persons had resulted in 
forming some sort of an illegal arrange- 
ment. Moreover, it must not be _  over- 
leoktd that it is not the private intention 
of stockholdcrs that are to be alone con- 
considered.

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, offered an

Democratic Substitute Rejected. 

Mr. Rawlins then Offered the substitute 
of the minority for the entire bill. 1t was 
rejected, 25 to 46. 

Mr. Mallory, of Florida, 
amendment relat:ng to the levying cf 
tcnnage dues upon vessels coming into 
the United States from the Philippines 
and svispending the coastwise navigation 
laws #s between the United States and 
the Philippines until July 1, 1908, after 
which they should be applicable upon 
Philippine trade. The amendment was 
rejected, 23 to 42. 

Mr. Vest cffered 28 an amendment a 
declaration that the bill should not mean 
that the Philippines ever should be in- 
corporated into citizenship of the United 
States or cermanently be held as an in- 
tegral part of this country. The amend- 
ment was rejected, 24 to 43. 

The bill was then passed, 46 to 26. 

At 6:55 o’clcck the senate adjourned.

Maryland Senator Denounces 
the Statement Made by His 
Colleague, McComas. 


WELLINGTON IS REBUKED 
BY BEING CALLED TO ORDER 


Trouble Caused by Wellington’s 
Statement That President Mc- 
Kinley Made Certain Prom- 
ises in Regard to the 
Philippine Islands. 


Washington, February 
debate on the Philippine bill in the se- 
ate, Mr. McComas and Mr. Wellington, 
of Maryland, became involved in a con- 
troversy during the course of which the 
latter C@eclared that if Mr. McComas 
should make his statements cutside of 
the senate chamber he would brand them 
as a malicious falsehood. He was called 
to order promptiv, and he resumed his 
seat amid considerable excitement. 

Mr. McComas, of Maryland, said his col- 
league (Mr. Wellirgton) had said that he 
(Wellington) had been given assurances 
by President McKinley that the United 
States did not propose to hold the Philip- 
pines/as colonies. He referred to Mr. 
Wellington’s desertion from the repub- 
lican party, but was interrfpted by Mr. 
Wellington. ‘I onject,’’ said the latter. 
“to my colleague's words regarding my 
desertion from the republican party.” 

Mr. McComas said he accepted the ob- 
jection, and continued. Me said he had 
been present at the conference between 
the president and Mr. Wellingten, and he 
denied emphati@ally that the president's 
promise had not been kcpt. !t was ab- 
surd in his colleague, he asserted, for 
him to make such a charge. He re- 
gretted, he said, sarcastically, ‘‘that Mr. 
Wellington had forgotten the details of 
the «onference.”’ 


Wellington in Anger. 

Mr. Wellington, evidently laboring un- 
der excitement, angrily replied to the 
Statements made by his colleague, Mr. 
McComas. ‘These statements, he. said, 
had cast doubt upon his (Wellington’s) 
veracity, but he insisted Mr. McComas’ 
recollection did not serve him welk 

‘He is,’’ said Mr. Wellington, “so ig- 
norant upcn this question that he ougat 
not to speak upcn it, or his .tatements 
were untrve.” 

He explained that while Mr. McComas 
accompanied him in his call upon the late 
president he was not within hearing of 
all of the conversation, and did not know 
what had been said. He asserted that 
the president (McKinley) did make _ the 
promises to him which he had stated 
rreviously he had made. “I believe,’’ said 
he “that the president meant at that 
time to carry out those promises, but be- 
cause of sinister and malignant influ- 
ences he was forced to abandon them and 
to drift—to drift. 

“I do not stand alone in this matter, 
and my colleague in co assailing my 
verracity asscils that of another senator. 
The same promises were made to him as 
were made to me. Heis on the floor now,” 
declared Mr. -Wellington. pounding his 
d«sk emphatically, ‘“‘or was a few minutes 
ago. 1 wus not mistaken.’’ 

He demanded of his colleague that 
there should be no equivocation upon nis 
part, and declared that Mr. McComas, 
refraining trom making the charge 
against him im the last campaign, had 
waited until he could hide behind the 
rules of the senate before casting the 
imputation of suck a charge upon him. 

Gives Lie to McComas. 

After referring to a visit to President 
McKin‘ey by General Agnus, of Balti- 
more, and himself, Mr. Wellington, 
speaking with deliberation and emphasis, 
said: 

‘| desire to be within the rules of the 
senate. 1 will say this: If my colleague 
at any time will le€iterate outside of inis 
chamber what he has said in this cham- 
ber then | will teli Mmmm that he w nwt 
correct and teil him what 1 will not say 
in this chamber because of a senatorial 
dignity, because ot parliamentary rules, 
that he utters a cowardly: and malicious 
falsehocd.’’ 

Mr. Ifryc, the president pro tem., order- 
ed Mr. Weliington to take his seat. He 
complied. 

Mr. Hoar made the point of order that 
Mr. Wellington was out of order in usiag 
the language he had ured. 

Mr. Frye sustaine@ the point of order, 
and the incident scemed to ciose at that 
point. . 

Mr. Hanna said that with the personal 
differences of the twe senators 
Maryland he had nothing to do, but when 
statementsywere made involving the ac- 
tion of a president whose lips were now 
closed in death, he felt it was time for 
him to speak.

DEMURRER FALLS 
IN FEDERAL COURT 


Judge Speer Overrales Plea of Greene 
and Gaynor. 


SAVE THE LAST TWO COUNTS 


Sustains Demurrer in Counts Whici 
Allege Defendants Made Con- 
tract with Carter as to Di» 
vision of Money—Trial 
Set for March 10. 


——_ 


Savannah, Ga., February 24,—(Special.) 
In a lengthy opinion today Judge Emory 
Speer, of the United States court, over~ 
ruled the demurrer of the defense in the 
Greene and Gaynor alleged conspiracy 
case, except as to the last two counts 1n 
the indictment. He sustained the demur- 
rer in the counts in which it is alleged 
that the defendants made a contract with 
ex-Captain O. M. Carter as to the «ai- 
vision of money. ; 

When arraigned today the defendants 
pleaded not guilty and the case was ae 
signed for trial on its merits March 19. 

Following are some of the more gn- 
portant portions of Judge Speer’s ue- 
cision: 

Judge Speer’s Decision. 


‘The first count setting out the general plot 
and device, and the -conspiracy of 1897, with 
the overt acts herein described in the second, 
third, fourth and fifth counts, constitute a sepea- 
rate and distinct feature of the indictment. 

‘The first count is attacked by the de- 
fendants because it charges a conspiracy In 
i891 and another in 1897, and they insist 
that this makes the count void for duplicity. 
Weare not able to ‘perceive the value or im- 
portance of this contention. The indictment 
charges that the fraudulent scheme was first 
devised, concocted and put in operation about 
the yeag 1891, and has been continuously in 
process of execution until on or about the 
ist dav of October in the year 1899. Ag 
a result of this scheme the indictment charges 
that these parties got contro] of the contracts 
for river and harbor improvements in this 
district, and the conspiracy charged in the 
first count as we have seen is that having 
thus fraudulentiy obtained two contracts, 
namely, those dated the 8th of October, 1896, 
one for the construction of jetties at Cumber- 
land sound ami the other for the construc- 
tion of training walls in the harbor of 5a- 
vannah, they applied their fraudulent echeme 
to the execution and completion of the work 
under those particular contracts, to defraud 
the United States of divers large sums of 
money. But, say the defendants, how was it 
possible to have made a conspiracy on the first 
day of January, 1897, that purported that 
Carter ehould so fraudulently exercise the 
power of his office and the discretion vested 
in him that he could cut off competition in 
bidding for contracts to be let by the United 
States, so as to relate to the contracts of 
October 8, 1896, for on the Ist day of Janu- 
ary, 1897, all bids for contracts of Octdber 8, 
1896, had been offered. Hence, say they, it 
was impossible to apply this conspiracy of 
January |, 1897, to the contracts of October 
8, 1896, nor was it possible on January |, 
1897, that the fraudulent device that work 
in said district should be jet at high and exor- 
bitant cost to the United States and done at 
little cost and in a worthless manner could 
relate to contracts of 1896, so they argue 
with regard to all the other alleged methods 
of the plot and of the conspiracy. 

‘*This is, however, by no means @ practi- 
cal or wholesome view of the power of the 
law over offenders who enter upon that most 
subtle and dangerous of all crimes, a con- 
tinuous conspiracy. It is a crime in which or- 
ganization, combination, leadership, numbers, 
the power and effectiveness of astute and train- 
ed intelligences can all be directed, as an army 
by a commander, against the integrity of gov- 
ermmemt and the welfare of honest and repu- 
table people. If it be true as charged in this 
indictment that this scheme was formed as 
early as 1891, and its details were from time 
to time put in operation and, finally, in 1897, 
it was made to apply to particular works of 
the government then in progress, with a view 
to Obtaining fraudulently a share of the sums 
appropriated for the public welfare, not only 
would there be no duplicity in the narration 
of the successive steps, but the final act, even 
though the statute of imitations had inter- 
vened as to other indictments, would remove 
the bar and bring the entire scheme and all 
its details under the scrutiny of the court, 
not for the purpose of punishing the accused 
for incidents which were barred.by the stat- 
ute, but in order to determine from all the 
facts whether the parties were guilty of the 
conspiracy which it is charged took place or 
was completed at a date when the penal au- 
thority of the law was in full force and ef- 
fect. *% * ® 


Not Sufficient Description. 


“It is geaid that there is no sufficient de- 
Scription of the fraudulent purpose of the con- 
Spiracy. Can this be true in view of those 
pregnant averments to the effect that these 
parties had conspired to prevent competition 
and by this and by unfair inspéction and by 
keeping bidders in ignorance, not only to de- 
Stroy the opportunities of the government to 
secure cheaper bids, the profits to be pa%® 
from the public treasury and the injuries in- 
flicted on the commerce of the country? It is 

necessary in charging conspiracy 
that it was successful. The

’ shown. After the conspiracy 
shown, in the language of the law, ‘if 
Or more of the parties do any act to effect 
the object of the conspiracy, all the parties 
shall be liable to the penalty.’ * * *¢ 

‘“‘\A careful examination of the authorities 
cited by counse) for the accused has afforded 
nothing inimical to the conclusion that the 
first five counts of this indictment are suffi- 
cient. °° © 

‘This brings us to the eixth count of the in- 
dictment. In appropriate language it charges 
that the alleged conspirators hereinbefore ‘men- 
tioned conspired to defraud the United States 
of large sums of money by means of a fraudu- 
lent scheme devised by them with the engi- 
neer officer with relation to river and harbor 
improvements in the Savannah district. 

‘The averments are similar to those set out 
Mm the first count and relate in part to future 
contracts. They further charge that large 
aigounts of unnecessary and useless work 
should be fraudulently undertaken and done 
under the contracts, by the contractors who 
are alleged to be co-conspirators with Carter, 
the engineer officer. The count further 
charges that Carter as such engineer officer 
in charge, would exercise the powers of his 
office fraudulently and corruptly jin favor oat 
the contractors in such contracts as might be 
so Obtained by the alleged conspira- 
tors, or other persons or corporation 
for their secret benefit, and that he 
would falsely and fraudulently ¢#exercise 
the powers, duties and discretion of 
his office in the approval and acceptance of 
the work so fraudulently done, so that the 
contractors would receive payment for the 
construction of such works at exonbitant rates 
for the poorest and cheapest class of material 
and work. . 

“This is an additional and independent 
charge of conspiracy. It does not depend upon 
the original scheme set out in the firet count 
of the indictment. It is, in my judgment, a 
valid count under 5440 R. S.* ®# * 

‘The eighth count charges that Carter issued 
his check for the sum of $345,000. for con- 
tract work in Cumberland sound, and delivered 
the same to John F, Gaynor, a copy of the 
check is.set out and this it is alleged 
done in pursuance of the conspiracy Ni 
le said that this count related wholly 
prior contracts of October 8, 1896, “and 
contention of counsel for the accused is 
tifled on this ground by that of his honor 
Judge Brown. This learned jurist in passing 
on the question whether the accused should be 
removed to Georgia for trial, with regard to 
this,count, used the language following: 

lates to Future Contracts. 


‘“*The conspiracy charged in this count re- 
lates wholly to future contracts to be 
thereafter; that is, after January | 1897 
while the overt acts stated in counts 7 and 8 
relate wholly to the prior contracts of October 
8, 1896. On thie additional ground counts 6 
7 and 8 would seem to be necessarily bad.’ 

“But the supreimne court has recently held in 
this case that a decisicn on removal of in- 
cieted persons from one staie to another for 
the purpose of trial is nct to be regarded as 
acjudging the sufficiency of the indictment in 
law, and therefore even had Judge Brown pro- 
rounced this indictment bad on this point, his 
(pinion, however great the respect to which 
it is entitled in an advisory sense, must be re 
garded es an instance of the dictum which 
judges arguendo occasionally pronounce and 
rot authority. Since it is true, as stated by 
the supreme court, that a decision on such a 
hearing is not io be regarced as adjudging 
the sufficiency of the indictment, it does not 
conclude the rights either of the government 
cr the accused. To make an opinion a déci- 
Sion, said the supreme court of the United 
States, an application of the judicial mind to 
the precise question necessary to be deters 
r ined to fix the rights of the parties and there- 
fore this court hes never held itself bound 
by any part of @ opinion which was not need- 
ful to the ascertainment of the question be- 
tween the parti = Carroll v. Lessee of Car- 
roll, 16 How. 287. It would be otherwise, of 
course, had the indictment failed to charge an 
offense against the laws of the United States 
or had the court here been without jurisdic- 
tion.”* 

In view of these meager and defective 
recitals and of the well-settled right of 
the accused to be fairly informed of the 
nature of the accusation against them, 
the covrt did not regard as sufficient the 
ninth and tenth counts of the indictment 

‘‘To the ninth and tenth counts, there- 
fore, the d»murrer of the accused nist 
be sustained, and to the first eight counts 
of the indictment it will be overruled,” 
ij says the court in conclusion.

Calloway, the Tuskegee teacher of agri- 
culture, has just returned from the Ger- 
man colony of Togo, in Western Africa, 
where he was hired by the German Co- 
lonial Economic Society to go a year and 
a haif ago with three graduates of the 
Tuskegee agricultural department to 
teach cotton raising to the natives. 

Mr. Calloway says the results have 
been sufficiently encouraging to warrant 
a’ continuance of the work. After a 
month’s rest he will return, taking with 
him a limited number of young negro 
men trained*in practic§l cotton cultiva- 
tion, who will locate among the natives 
as model farmers.

ONE NEGRO MAN WAS ALSO 
CAUGHT IN DEATH TRAP 


Mr. Thompson Was a Prominent Man 
of That County, Having Been a 
Member of House or Sen- 
ate for the Past Ten 
Years. 


Harmony Grove, Ga, February 24.— 
{Special.)—Hon, J. K. Thompson, repre- 
sentative from Banks county, and a ne- 
gro, Sloan Perry, were killed near Homer 
today at noon by a falling embankment in 
& Canal. 

Mr. Thompson had several hands at 
work on the canal. At noon all hands 
went home for dinner except Mr. Thomp- 
#0n and the negro. About fifteen minutes 
_thereafter a cave 100 feet lomg fell into 
“the canal, burying Mr. Thompson and the 
negro in the bottom of the canal. 

The nois2 produced by the falling cave 
was heard a distance of nearly 1 mile. 
Several of the hands heard the noise, 
rushed back immediately and found the 
canal almost filled with earth, but Mr. 
Thompson and the regro were missing. 

As socn as the neighbors could be col- 
lected about 100 mer began the work of 
excavation. The earth was removed with 
all possible rapidity, hoping that when 
the unfortunates were found they might 
be alive. The dead bcedy of Mr. Thompso1 
was found about 7 o'clock this evening. 
He was in a standing posture, the top of 
his head being about 2 feet under the 
earth. The body of Sloan Perry has not 
yet been found. 

The canal where Mr. Thompson's body 
was found ts about 20 feet deep. Mr. 
Thompson was one of the mosr prominent 
men in the county, having béen a mem- 
ber of the house or senate fcr the last 
ten years.

OUTLOOK IN MISSISSIPPI THE 
BRIGHTEST FOR YEARS.

Acreage Has Been Increased—Truck 
Farmers Also Highly Elated 
Over Situation. 


Jackson, Miss:, February 24.—(Special.) 
Fruit growers in this section of Mississip- 
pi report that the prospect for the com- 
ing season is thé brightest for several 


+ years, and the outlook is magnificent for 


a record-breaking yield. The weather 
has been continuously cold for over two 
months, betokening an early spring, and’ 
thus far there has been np swelling of 
buds in any variety of fruit. The first 
two weeks in March are regarded as the 
critical period and if these can be pass- 
ed without damage to the prospective 
crop the fruit farmers will feel safe for 
the season, 

The fruit acreage in ‘this state has 
been steadily increasing for several years 
and during the present season thousands 
of acres of new’ orchards are expected 
to bear. The peach is the favorite fruit, 
being, in fact. the only fruit that can 
be grown with any great‘ degree of suc- 
cess, followed by financial remuneration. 
Many of the fig trees killed by the se- 
vere weather of’ 1898 have since sprung 
into life and will bear this year. 

Among the truck farmers the situa- 
tion is also unusually bright. Tomato 
and cabbage acreage will be fully equal, 
if it does not greatly surpass that of last 
year. The sale of fertilizers has been 
abnormally heavy. Tomato and cabbage 
plants in the cemtral and southern sec- 
tions of the state are now in cold frames 
awaiting the first opportunity for trans- 
planting to the fields, and a large va- 
riety of other vegetables will be planted. 

The many successes of last season in 
favored sections have inspired other com- 
munities to experiment in truck and fruit 
farming.

At present there are but two an- 
nounced candidates, Hon. S. R. Mallory, 
of Pensacola, the incumbent, and former 
Senator Wilkinson Call. .It is thought 
by many that Congressman Sparkman, 
of the first district, whose home is at 
Tampa, will make the race for Senator 
Mallory’s seat, but the has not formally 
announced ‘his candidacy as yet. Hon. 
Frank Adams, of Jasper, has been spok- 
en of in very complimentary terms for 
this position, but it is stated on. excel- 
lent authority that he will not make the 
race for the United States senate, but 
will be a candidate for reelection to the 
state senate from Hamilton county. 

For congressman from the first dis- 
trict Mr. Sparkman will probably be re- 
nominated without opposition if he offers 
himself for. reelection instead of running 
for the upper house of congress. In case 
he should take the latter course, it is 
very likely that Hon, Robert McNamee, 
of St. Petersburg, and Hon. W. K. Ze- 
wadski, of Ocala, will be the congres- 
sional candidates from the first district.

He has measured up 
so handsomeiy to the requirements of the 
position that popular sentiment is rua- 
ning strongly in hig favor. 

Une justice of the supreme court is to be 
nominated in the forthcoming primary, 
and as Justice Milton H. Mavry, whose 
term is about to expire, announces that 
he will positively not be a candidate, it 
is probaple that there wiil be several can- 
agiudates for ti€Nonor. Judge William A. 
liockKer, ior a number of years judge of

It. is. reported that the ways and 
means committee . is framing some 
sort of compromise by which a 20 per 
cent reduction of our tariff rates can 
‘be given to Cuba in return for new 
exactions which we are to demand of 
her. To save herself she may have to 
yield to the new demands and proba- 
bly will: In common vernacular hers is 
now “a ground hog case.”

Our 
German citizens have always been loy- 
al to their adopted lund and they have 
freely contributed of their blood and 
substance to the perpetuity of our 
government and the honor of our flag. 
They have identified themselves with 
us, not because of any lash which. cir- 
cumstances have applied to them at 
home, but because of the wider oppor- 
tunities held out to them in the west 
and they have crossed the water feel- 
ing that while they were leaving kin- 
dred behind on the one side, they were 
going to join kindred on the other, 
where the avenues ef competition 
were less crowded and where the 
prospects of succese were more al- 
luring. 

Today there are few communities 
of any consequence in the United 
States where citizens of German 
birth cannot be found, while those of 
German descent are still more nu- 
merous. Let us briefly consult the sta- 
tistics of immigration. From 1820 to 
1850 we received from Germany 503,841 
immigrants; from 1850 to 1860 we re- 
ceived 951,637; from _1860 to 1870, 
787,468; from 1870 to 1880, 718,182; 
during the decade from 1880 to 1890 
the number went as high at 1,452,970. 
and from 1890 to 1900 we received 
565,192. Altogether we ,have received 
from Germany since we begun to keep 
any official records not less than 
5,000,000 immigrants. 
and Ireland combined have supplied 
us with larger numbers, but taken sep- 
arately they each fall short of the con- 
tributions which the fatherland has 
made to our population. 

So when we consider the debt of 
gratitude which we owe to Germany 
for the part which she has taken in 
the building up of our American citi- 
zenship, we can see no impropriety in 
the cordial greetings which we are 
giving Prince Henry, but on the con- 
trary we see every reason why we 
Should make our greetings just as 
cordial as possible, Even the common 
law of hospitality constrains us to be 
considerate of the stranger within our 
gates. 


Who Owns the Sidewalk? 


We all know who owns the repub- | 


lican party, and who owns the Philip- 
pines, and who owns the country in 
general—“it’s Morgan’s”—but the 
burning question with thousands of 
humble citizens is who owns the side- 
walk? 

The city orders curbing and paving 
for the sidewalk and requires the own- 
er of the frontage to dance up to the 
city treasury and pay the bill. The city 
orders signs and awnings off the side- 
walk at its pleasure and ordains how 
much gf it can be used for the display 
of goods—any or none. The city 
comes along whenever it chooses and 
plants poles for electric light, power 
and trolley purposes through the 
sidewalk, whether the frontage holder 
has put down brick, granolite or mar- 
ble. ies 

Then when snow or slush, or ice or 
mud made a muck of the sidewalk the 
city cop punches the button of the citi- 
zen’s front door and austerely orders 
the householder to get out and shovel 
and clean and sweep. or hire a substi- 
tute for the job, The city street 
Sweepers go over the roadway and 
leave the sidewalks unregarded, as 
though they were terra prohibita. 

Now, there may be whole stacks of 
municipal law locked up in the books 
that relates to this subject, but the 
average citizen is not a case lawyer 
and is not presumed to go loaded with 
the technical differentiations which 
make sidewalks city property for 
some purposes and private grounds 
for other purposes. 

It is time for the city council to 
throw some illumination upon this 
knotty and aggravating problem. 
They should inform the property 
owner whether he also owns the side- 
walk in front of his lot, or whether 
the city claims title to it“and jurisdic. 
tion over it? If the lot owner must 
look after the sidewalk he wants to 
know it and have the laws affecting his 
care of it adjusted so as to bear on 
all alike, the owner of the vacant lot 
equally with the owner of the im- 
proved lot. But if the city owns the 
sidewalk, then the city should pave it, 


curb it and clean it under its public 


authority. 

This question is one that may well 
engage the attention of the city legis- 
lators at the most opportune moment!

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Figures on Fire Insurance. 

Excitor Constitution: By the same mail 
which brought The Constitution containing 
the announcement of the raise of 25 per cent 
in fire insurance rates, applying to the whole 
of the United States, I received the current 
copy of The Spectator, a standard insurance 
journal published weekly in New York city. 
Under date-of February 20, 1902, The Spec- 
tator contains a tabulation ‘‘showing the ag- 
gregates of the fire insurance business trans- 
acted in the United States in 1901, and the 
financial condition of the companies as of Jan- 
vary J, 1902.’ The only comment +The 
Spectator makes is as follows: 

‘The figures are compiled from sworn re- 
ports of the various companies by The Spec- 
tator, of New York, and are issued in ad- 
vance of any state department insurance 
report, The list comprises all American arid 
foreign ttock companies reporting to the New 
York insurance department.’’ 

The tabulation fills two solid pages of The 
Spectator, and shows the cash capital, total 
aesets Januiry |, 1902, net surplus, premium 
income, total income, losses paid, dividends 
to stockholders for 190! and the total dis- 
burseements. The total dividends to stock- 
holders paid during 1901 by American com- 
panies alone were $6,308,762. The total 
premium income of all the companies thus re- 
rorting wes $165,292.375. Their losses paid 
were $96,996.932, a difference of only $68.,- 
295.443 between Premium income and losecs 
paid, in favor of the former. Their total 
income was $177,629,135 for 1901, and total 
disbursements $)64,403,084, a difference in 
favor of the former of $18,126,051. The cash 
capital of all the companies is $62,102,875. 
On this, remember, the American companies 
alone paid $6,306,762. The companies show 
total assets of $322,143,170 and a total sur- 
plus of $106,012,267. 

In view of these facts (and they are sworn 
to by the managers of these companies them- 
selves), why should there be such a marked 
ircrease of rates all over the United States? I 
leave the question with them. Very respect- 
fully, Cc.

The Rome dispensary fight has been a 
matter of moro general interest than any- 
thing that ha’ taken place in the state for 
some time past. This is because it is 
generally regarded as no merely iocal 
affair~.but as the firat battle in a new 
campaign forthe solution of that never 
settled question, the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. 

The victory for the dispensary forces 
there—which may be put duwn as perma- 
nent, since the result of a vote is zeal- 
Gusliy guarded by Georgia's supreme 
court, and fraudulent ballots on one side 
may be safely discounted by the same 
number on the other—gves far to sustain 
the contention of the advocates of a 
general dispensary law, that it answers 
the deraands of the people and meets the 
needs of a situation now confronting us. 

A general dispensary law, as a supple- 
ment or amendment to the present local 
cption law of Georgia, is thoroughly in 
line with our past legisiaticn on the liquor 
question and with democfatic principles 
and policy. It increases the liberties and 
rrivileges of the people and the pessibili- 
ties of local self-government by giving 
each county a choice of three methods 
of procedure, where now only the two 
alternatives exist, neither of which ,has 
been shown to be satisfactory to al)‘com- 
munities.

The dispensary has ifts evils, as have all 
other human measures; it may be mis- 
managed, as has been the case in Barnes- 
ville; and dispensary whisky will “make 
drunk come’ just like any other whisky 
when imbibed to excess, as is admitted 
in Athens. But in both these places ft 
seems to have given pretty general satis- 
fuction for some ten years past. In Daw- 
son, a More rural community where it has 
been on trial the last vear or® so, all 
reports put it down as a triumphant suc-

TERRELL HEARD BY 


Made Ne Reference to His Oppenents 
in Speech at Vienna. 


SIMPLY DISCUSSED ISSUES 


Said if Elected He Would Use His 
Efforts To Suppress Lobbyism 
as Well as All Other Crimes. 

He Was Liberally 
Applauded. 


Vienna, Ga., February 24.—(Special.)— 
Hon. J. M. Terrell, candidate for the 
democratic nomination for governor of 
Georgia, addressed the most enthusiastic 
and perhaps the ‘targest audience that 
ever assembled to hear a public speaker 
in this county upon the issues of the 
gubernatorial campaign. His speech was 
free from personalities, 
candidacy upon his own merits and not 
upon the demerits of ary other. In his 
speech he discusted all the vital issues, 
namely, taxation, lobbyism and prohibi- 
tion. 

Mr. Terrell impressed his hearers with 
the fact that he was in a position to pro- 
tect the interests of individuals and of 
corporations alike, and insisted that the 
rich and the poor, the great and the 
small, should pay their proportion of 
taxes. He eaid that he was against all 
crime; that lobbyism was a crime, and

PLANT’S WILL BROKEN. 


Estate of the Laté H. B. Plant Will 
Be Treated as-Though He Died 
Intestate. 

The estate of the lete H. B. Plant, 
emounting to about $20,000,000, is being 
divided according to the laws of the state 
of New York among the surviving heir». 
The bulk of the property is held in the 
state of New York in the form of stock 
in the Southern company, which Mr. 
Plant established. The widow wili get 
one-third and the remainder will go to 
Morton F. Plant, only gon of the de- 

ceased. 

The testator enceavored to preserve the 
estate intact until the child of his grand- 
son, Henry Bradley Plant, now only 7 
years of age, should arrive at his majori- 
ty. Had the intention of the testator been 
carfied out the estate would be at the 
time of the proposed division one of the 
mammoth fortunes of the country. It has 
increased about cne-third in value since 
Mr. Plant's death in 189. The laws of 
no etate in the country permit the en- 
tailment of property in the manner pro- 
pesed by Mr. Plant, with the single ex- 
ception, it is stated, of Connecticut. ‘ In 
furtherance of his plan Mr. Pient went to 
Cernecticut, where he had formerly lived, 
in the hope of being able to make his will 
as a resident of that ctate, although he 
had Hved in New York city for years. 
Upon his arrival within the borders of 
the state he declared himself a resident 
of Connecticut, but almost immediately 
returned to New York, which he contin- 
ved to speak of as “home.” It is%aid that 
seven hours covered the time of his ab- 
sence.

RIGHT TO WRITS OF ERROR 


gustice Lumpkin Seemed To Favor 
Présent Status of Civil Courts. 
Points in Favor of the 
Courts Made by Promi-. 
nent Lawyers. 


Arguments were presented in the su- 
preme court yesterday in defense of the 
present status of nat city court of At- 
janta, the question hawing afisen whether 
the supreme court has jurisdiction to en- 
tertain writs of error from the city court 
and its dffferent branches. 

The matter was brought up some weeks 
ago by Presiding Justice Lumpkin during 
argument on an appeal from the city 
court of Atlanta, and as a result a series 
of guestions was propounded to the mcm- 
bers of the Atlanta bar with a view to 
finally determining the rights of the city 
court and the criminal court of Atlante. 

About ifty members of the Atlanta bar 
were present in the supreme court yester- 
Gay morning when the arguments were 
made. The committee appointed by the 
Atlanta bar, composed of Luther Z. Ros- 

ser, Alex C. King, P. H. Brewsier, 
Charles T. Hopkins, Hoke Smith, Reuben 
R. Arnold and E. R. Black, were ail 
preeerit. 

Oral arguments were made by Messrs. 
Rosser, Smith and Brewster, while Mr. 
Ilopkins and others submitted written 
arguments. 

It was contended throughout that the 
city court of Atlanta was legally consti- 
tuted and had an inherent constitutioral 
right to have its decisions reviewed by 
the supreme court on writs of error, n> 
matter what changes had been made in 
its jurisdiction by Icgislation. It was like- 
wise admitted that the criminal court of 
Atlanta, with only five jurors, did not 
have that right, but was a certiorari cofrt 
and ifs appeals should go to the superior 
court. 


Mr, Rosser’s Argument. 

Mr. Rosser made a strong argument in 
behalf of the status of the city court 
along the lines laid down in the ques- 
tions of the supreme court. 

The act of 1891, Mr. Rosser declared. 
cid not establish an independent court. 
but simply enlarged the city court of 
Atlanta. He contended that the criminal 
‘court of Atlanta is a city court establish- 
ed in Atlanta to which the constituticn 
zives the right of a writ of error. The 
constitution permits more than one city 
court in Atlanta .and Savannah, and in 
future cthers will be needed for the 
transaction of the business. Within the 
limits of the constitution he declared the 
legislature :Aight deal as it saw fit with 
city courts. Under the constitution it was 
clear that other cities might have more 
tnan one city court; therefore, the same 
nust be true of Atlanta and. Savannan. | 
The constitution itself uses the plurai in | 
referring to the ‘‘city courts of Atlanta / 
and Savannah.’’ 

Mr. Roeser conceded that under the 
Americus case recently decided, if the 
criminal! court has only five jurors for the 
trial of cases, then it cannot have a writ 
of error. 

The word. “‘like’’ in the constitution, he 
contended, did not mean identical courts. 
The legislature has the power to establish 
city courts of different powers and juris- 
ciction. The eity courts of Atlanta ana 
Savannah, given as models, were them- 
selves unlike in many particulars. 

Mr. Rosser then entered into an argt- 
ment to show that the act of 1891 did not 
contain* more than one subject muiter 
and that the act itself was in accord with 
the title and therefore could not be un- 
constitutional on these grounds. This 
feature was fully dealt with by all those 
who spoke. Several decisions were quoted 
on his subject to show that the constl- 
tution was complied with when the aub- 
stance of the act all tended to one gen- 
eral purpose. The whole subject of the 
act of 1891 was to relieve the pressure on 
the city court, and in this connection it 
does three connected and united “things 
constituc’ng one subject matter: It cre- 
ates the criminal court of Atlanta, it 
creates a judge for that court, and en- 
ables that judze to preside in the city 
court of Atlanta. 

Changes Can Be Made. 

Mr. Rosser held that it was not the 
intention of the constitution to petnfy 
the city court for all time. The history 
of city courts throughout the state shows 
that they have been frequently chang:d 
by legisictive enactment and _ were 
changed many times before the constitu- 
tion of 187i was adopted. He cited many 
acts of the legislature making changes ia 
the city courts of Augusta, Savannah ani 
cther places in the state, Changes were 
even made in the city court of Atlanta 
rsefore the adoption of the constitution, 
and the constitutional convention knew 
of these changes. : 

He referred to the fact that at one 
time the city court of Augusta had beer 
abolished altogether. Then it was that 
tre city court ef Atlanta was referred to 
in the constitution in place of the c'ty 
court of Augusta. The power to abolish 
must include the power to change or 
alfer, he said. 

The constitution distinctly says that 
writs of error*’shall lie from these two 
courts. Radical changes wére made in 
the city court of Savannah in 1880, yet 
the supresie court has entertained @rits 
of error from it as changed for nearly 
twenty-two years. No change in name. 
he held, could affect the city court. None 
of the city courts created by the lezislu- 
ture hal been exactly like those of At- 

/ tanta and Savannah. Every circumstany 
pointed solely to the conclusion that tie 
wity court of Atlanta was subject tv 
charige tv the legislaturé within constitu- 
t.onal limits and that writs of error 
should always He from it.

The three state courts—the  supcrior 
| court and the first and second divisions 
of the city court—will begin the grind 
for the spring term next Monday morn- 
ing. The new Fulton county grand jury 
for the spring term will also be sworn 
in at that time and enter upon the dis- 
cnaige of its duties. 

The séveral mille of justice have been 
at u standstill for a month, since the 
close of the fall term. but the court 
officials ar@ getting the machinery in 
smooth running order and everything 
will be in readiness for the handling of 
the big batch of business on the differ- 
ent dockets. Juries and witnesses will 
be summoned this week and other de- 
tails arranged. 

The dockets for the spring term. are 
heavy and contein a varied assortment 
of litigation. For several weeks cases 
have been coming intc the office of 
Clerk Arnold Brovks and th: recent 
return day for the shiperior and city 
courts wes one of the largest in the 
history of the courts. 

Many divorce cases appear on the su- 
perior court docket and the ventilation 
of marital discords will consume much 
cf the time of that tribunel. There are 
now on the books in the clerk’s office 
the names of about a dozen wives, who 
are drawing alimony and it is expected 
that during the next few months this 
number will be considerably swelled. 


Ju‘@e John S. Candler vill convene the 
criminal superior court in March and 
the officials of that court will also be 
confronted with a long list of cases, both 
jail anl bond cases.

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Two Homeless Boys Sent 
to Stockade Because 
Law Will Not Permit 
Reformatory to Receive 
Them. 


| wie boys, one 12, the other only 10 
years of age, serving out sentences for 
being idlers and vagrants. 

They were sent there by Recorder 
Broyles because he cowld fitd no other 
place for them. To let fhem loaf about 
on the streets day and night would have 
beeh nothing short of cruelty They could 
not be kapt in the charitable institutions 
to which they were sent. And, under the 
existing laws, they could not be sent 
to the juvenile reformatory Sécause the 
recorder has no jurisdiction to commit 
boys to that institution. He must first 
bind over the young criminals and then 
a state court must place the prisoners in 
the reformatory. 

There are often cases just like the two 
cited in which the prisonérs._ have done 
nothing for which they can. be bound 
over to a state court. and yet such bovs, 
more so than anv other, should have the 
reht to enter the reformatory. 

One of the bovs actually begged to be 
sent to that institution. 

If there was ever an instance on rec- 
ord showing the need of the recorder 
having the power to commit boys to the 
reformatory, the cases of the two boys 
now in the city chaingang make that 
need emphatic. 

Two Young Vagabonds. 

The storv of the twd boys becomes In- 
teresting ‘n view of the fact that the 
reformatorv is ready to recetve inmates, 

Jimmv Steele and Pink Gentle are the 
boys who are city convicts Dy force of 
eircumsta ges. Jimmy is 10 vears of age. 
THis father is dead and his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Steele, Is serving out a sentence 
'n the stockade for a drunken fight. The 
hoy was left homeless and friendless. 
He loafed on the streets to hecome 4 vag- 
ahbond and perhans 2 ‘eriminal. The po- 
lice took him in Charge’ and fhe re- 
eorder sent him to the Home for the 
Friendless. He ran.away. 

A second dime he was taken in custody 
and sent to the home; and a second time 
he ran away. WH-»-onently -defied the po- 
lice. Voung as he was, hé was alreadv 
show™:g the -instinct+of a criminal. The 
recorder orgered his rearrest and when 
the boy wa8s for the third time arraigned 
in the court vesterday morning, Record- 
er Rrovles said: 

‘Tt would be wrong to civilization and 
a cruelty to the boy himself to lét th‘s 
litt!e follow continue to loa’ on the 
streets af night. sleeping in vacant houses 
and stealing to get a living. I cannot, 
under the law, send him to the reforma- 
tory and I cannot bind him over to the 
state courts. There is nothing left for 
me to do excent to send him to the 
stockade. T do it for his own good.” 


Wanted To Reform. 

When Pink Gentle was arraigned he 
wept and said he wanted to go to the re- 
formatory 

“T know T am a bad bov.” he said. “and 
I know if I keep on T will be a bad man. 
IT have no home and no people to take 
care of me.” 

‘You are ¢n the same ff" as Jimmv 
Steele.’’ the recorder told him. “I will 
have to send you to the stcécKade to keep 
von off the streets. My hands are tied 
so far as sending you to the reformatorv 
is concerned and vou mus?! be kept off 
the streets.” a 

Speaking of the two boys together Re- 
corder Broyles said with much feeling: 

“You both are certainly Yust the sort 
of boys for which the people wanted a 
reformatory established. The fact that 
you have not as yet committed any great 
crime makes it all 
that a reformatory might make you good 
citizens. Left to grow up as you ar 
doing, you will surely come to no good 
end. With proper training you might 
make useful and good men. As the law 
stands I must watt untill after vou have 
committed a crime and fhen bind you 
over. It will be for the state courts 
to say whether or not you go to the re- 
formatory. If I had the power to com- 
mit such boys as you the scope of the 
reformatory would be greatly increased.”’ 

Recorder Talks of Cases. 

The boys were sent to the stockade and 
are now serving out their sentences for 
idéng and loafing on the streets. 

After court adjourned Recorder Brgyles 
said to a representative of The Constitu- 
tion: 

“These two cases appeal to me more 
stongly than any I have ever had. The 
boys are not yet criminals, but they are 
on the road to become such as sure as 
they live. The mother of one is a con- 
vict herself. Both are homeless and are 
young vagabonds. I have. many such 
cases and I have been forced more than 
once, much against my inclinations, to 
send them to the stockade. But what 
else can I do? If the power were given 
to me to commit boys to the reformatory 
I bekeve I might be instrumental in sav- 
ing many a poor lad from a NMfe of dis- 
sfpation and crime.”

SCORED IN TWO HOURS 


Leander and Rutz Try Repeatedly To 
. Gain by Sprinting—Fenn Rides 
in Splendid Form Despite 
His Illness. 


Before a crowd of twenty-two hurred 
Fiople, the big six-day bicycle race was 
begun at the Coliseum last night, and, 
despite «he desperate attempts of Leander 
and Rutz to gain on the field, the entiro 
seven teams entered were even at the 
finish of the two hours’ rating. by a score 
of 44 miles end 3 Icps. 

The first night of the race was a great 
surprise to those who witnessed it, as the 
general opinion was that Leander and 
Rutz woul:i gain several laps during the 
first two hcurs, ed that they would -be 
enabled to take things easy for the pal- 
ance of the race. Time and again both 
of the favorites sprinted at “heartbreak- 
ing’’ speed, but Fenn, of Bristol, Conn., 
was always within a length of the leader, 
while Johnny Lake, of New York, was in 
the first three nearly all evening. Fenn'‘s 
racing was the festure of the night. He 
was suffering from a severe score throat, 
yet he rode as steadily and kept the pace 
as well as either Leander or Rutz. 

‘The starting gun was fired at $:15 o'clock 
sharp. The tracers started off in the fol- 
lowing manner: Fern, the unpaced cham- 
picn of the world, got off first; he was fol- 
lcwed clos*ly_by leander, of Chicago. 
Hadfieid, Lae, Hunter, Lawson and 
Russ Walthour followed. Before the first 
les was finished Leander started off on 
& spurt at terrific speed. He seemed 
confident of leaving the others even at 
that early stage of the race, and after he 
had srrinted for a-lap he seemed sur- 
prised to see Fenn glued to his rear tire. 
Fenn stayed there, and Leander soon let 
up on the pece. 

The first 5 miles was finished in eleven 
minutes, and Leander and Rutz. Lake ané 
Turville and Fenn and Cadwell had all 
held the lead alternately. Right after the 
time of the fifth mile had been called, 
Leander, who was riding for his team, 
started off on his terrible spurt again. He 
got a good start, and it was the best 
sprint of the race up to that time. The 
spectators though Leander had been sav- 
ing himself, and that he was going to 
gain a lap. He was wiidly cheered, but 
Fenn, who ¥-as second, although several 
lengths behind, crept up with apparent 
éase and passed Leander. He held the 
lead fcr sev>ral laps, and then the riders 
left off the sprint and settled down to 
steady riding. 

Leander Makes a Gain. 

In -the 21st mile at 9:12 o’ciock, while 
the contestants were going at a com- 
paratively slow pace, Leander, who was 
rot being very closely watche i, suddenly 
shot forward and gained several lengths 
before the other riders were aware of it. 
The audience fairly howled with delight 
and from the tier of boxes it looked as if 
Leander would gain a lap. But before he 
had gone one lap the steady Fenn was on 
his track and gaining rapidly. 

Leander kept up the pace with Fenn 
right behind him till the timekceper 
shouted the distance for the first hour: 
22 miles, 4 laps. Just at that minute there 
was a clash cf metal and it was seen that 
something was wrong with Leander, who 
had been FReeping ur his sprint. He was 
high up on the track and he rapidiy rode 
down to the level boards, d then it was 
scen that his chaln was broken. The other 
riders quickly distanced him dnd he was 
left a Jap behind. Leander and Rutz s 
admirers yelled “Rutz! Rutz! Rutz! 
Come, you're losing.’’ Leancer in the 
r.eantime seemed to be dazed. He was 
working his pedals rapidly, but, of course. 
his machine Was slowing up, as the chain 
had become entirely dislodged. 

Rutz, who was in the training tent, 
heard the crowds yelling for him and he 
1e¢n the entire length of the track and 
was on-his wheel riding wildly before 
his team had lost three laps. According 
to the rules they would have began to 
lose after three laps had been scored 
against them. The referee, hcwever, al- 
lcwed an accident, and Leander and Rutz 
were G@ecinred even with <he others. At 
9:35 o'clock Rutz and Fields collided, bur 
neither man lost anything and they kept 
on riding. 

Johnny Lake, of New York, was in the 
race all the time and often held the lead. 
His partner, Turville, was algo in fine 
form and the team looks very good. 

Positions of Riders. 

During tne evening the average posi- 
tions of the riders were: ander and 
Rutz, firet; Caldwell and ken, ‘second, 
end Lake and Turville, thind. 'n the first 
lk. p of the last mile Johnny Lake sprinted 
and outdistanced the entire field, but he 
hid not gained meny yards when his 
rear tire blew up with a loud hiss. Tur- 
ville was in the training quarters, and it 
was nearly a minute before he was on his 
vheel, but in the meantime the plucky 
little New Yorker kept plugging away 
and managed to hold his position, though 
his rear tire was flat and he was riding 
cn the rim. Tufville came to the rescue 
and the team did not lose anything. 

In the last mile it was easily seen that 
elthes Leander or Fenn would finish 
first. At the beginning of the mile both 
men seétned to Se waiting for the other 
to sprint, buf Leander started the ball 
rolling, and Fenn could not follow him 
quickly, as his position on the track 
was bad. Leander gained several lengths 
by his spurt and rode for all that was 
in him. The strain was intense, but 
Fenn, undaunted, got down to work, 
and without a muscle of his body moving 
except his legs he crawled up on Lean- 
der, although the other had reached his 
limit and could not go fagter. At the 
beginning of the last Igp Fenn was still 
two or three lengths behind the leader, 
but atthe fast quarter he made a mag- 
nificent effort and gained the laps that 
separated him and his competitor and 
they finished’neck and neck.

Likewise the 
act cf 1891 was passed to relieve the pres- 
sure on the city court. The whole ques 
tion, he said, was whether any of these 
changes in the city court fell within the 
constitutional inhibition relating to city 
courts. 

Mr. Smith said the bar did not pretend 
to held that the provisicn relating to five 
jurors in the criminal court was Iegal, 
capecially in view of the court’s decision 
in the Americus case. 

‘None of us have any trouble on that 
pcint,”’ said Justice Lumpkin. 

‘We believe the city court of Atlanty 
was establishcd by the constitution as a 
standard city court,” he said. “If the 
withdrawal of criminal! jurisdiction took 
it out of the standard, then the legislature 
would have no right to withdraw it. We 
hold the legislature can change the court's 
jurisdiction and still leave it a standard 
constitutional court. If you disagree with 
us then the criminal court is unconstifu- 
tional.”’ 

Justice Lumpkin said it was his view 
that it was the manifest intention of the 
constitution to make it a standard city 
court and that it should have writs of 
error. But the constitution said other city 
courts should be like this city court. Jus- 
tice Lumpkin said he could not get rid of 
that word “‘like.”” Mr. Smkh took that 
up later on. 

Public Property Fund Again. 

He next discussed the question raised 
as to the constitutionality of the act of 
1891 ‘changing the jurisdiction of the cit) 
court. In order for the supreme court to 
declare an act unconstitutional the act 
must be plainly and unquestionabiy in 
violation of the constitution. The act must 
be as plainly unconstitutional, he said, as 
that two and two make four. 

“It was just that principle,”’ 
Lumpkin said, ‘‘that enabled me 
that the interest on the bonded 
the state could be paid out oi 
lic property fund.’”’ 

To declare the act of 
tional, he said, would be fraught witn 
most serious consequences. For this reu- 
son before being so declared, the act 
must be unconstitutional beyond every 
doubt. The right to millicns of dollavs 
of property would be involved in the 
court's decisicn, he said. ‘the conse- 
quences would be infinitely serious, and « 
shock would come tc the people of Geor- 
gia and the people of the country wh» 
have had transactioas .in tifis court and 
who nave been grcop,.ng in the darkness 
for ihe last ten years. 


The question raised as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act of 1891 on the ground 
that it contains more than one subjecc- 
matter is corsidered one cf the most im- 
portant features of the case. Mr. Smith 
stressed the point that the entire law re- 
lated to oné common purpose, the whole 
object of the bill being to relieve the 
pressure on the city*”court of Atlanta 

The withdrawal of criminal jurisdic- 
tion from the city court, Mr. Smith de- 
clared, did r«t remove it from the class 
of standard city courts. These city cou @ 
were establi: hed for the relief of the su- 
perior courts; therefore, writs of error 
must lie from therm to the supreme court, 
otherwise there would be no relief for 
the superior courts. He held that these 
courts, however, must have twelve jurors, 
end that they must be  estuhlished in 
cities for the relist of superior courts in 
crder to come within the standard, and 
when this is done writs of error from 
them tnust he to the supreme court. 

In Supper of the theory that the change 
of jurisdiction does not remove the right 
to writ of error, Mr. Smith called atten- 
tion» to the fact that between 1865 and 
1868 the city court of Augusta had its 
jurisdiction reduced from $10,000 to $1,009, 
while the city court of Savannah had its 
jurisdiction greatiy increased. Notwith- 
standing this, these two city courts were 
mentioned as mode's in the canstitution 
cf 1868. Other changes occurred before 
the adoption of the consiitution of 1877, 
yet the city court of Savannah was again 
menticned along with the city court of 
Atlanta. 

From this he held that uniformity was 
not necessary in the city courts of At- 
lanta end Savanne2h, and the only uni- 
form features required were twelve 
jurors, right of granting new trials and 
taking writs cf error to the supreme court. 
The word “like’’ in the constitution, he 
said, does not apply to these twa city 
courts. The action of three constitutional 
ecnventions showed that it was intended 
the legislature should have the right * 
change and to modify the jurisdicticn of 
these courts 

Mr. Smith held it was the duty of un 
appellate court to inquire into its juris- 
diction before passing upon a question 
brought before it. Therefore, the supreme 
court had rendered between 506 and om 
decisicns in the cases that had been 
brought up, sustaining the right of wri- 
of error from the city court of Atlanta 

Colonel Brewster’s Views. 


Colonel P. H. Brewster. presented an 
argument particularly to uphold the con- 
stitutionality of the act of 1891. He took 
it for granted he was acdressing a cou-t 
whose duty and desire it was@to sustain 
the constitutiona'ity of this and other 
laws, wherever it was possible to do so 
The act should not be declared invalid 
unless it was palpably and plainly so. 

In discussing the language of the con- 
stitution where it mentions the “city 
courts of Atlanta and Savannah,” he 
held that it meant one or more city 
courts might be established in Atlant 
or Savannah without affecting their

Justice Lumpkin said he was inclined to 
believe the main city court all right, but 
he questioned whether the constitution 
meant to permit the establishment of 
more than one ccurt in Atlanta or Savan- 
nah. There was only one city court in 
each city at the time of the adoption of 
the constitution. 

Colonel] Brewster contended the act 
contained only one subject-matter which 
conformed to. the title, «nd procéeded to 
crgue that the act could not be declared 
uncenstitutioral on these grounds. 

He read extensively- from the argument 
af. Cherles T.. Mopkins which was sub- 
mitted tothe court in writing. One par- 
ticular point made: was that city cc@irts 
are not required to be like each other in 
every particular, And that they may still 
be city courts within the meaning of the 
constitution no matter how widely theirs 
jurisdiction may differ, It was held also 
that a writ of error could be entertained 
from <sny court established as a city 
court provided its caus¢s were tried by 
juries cf twelve persons. If the criminal 
court has but five jurors, it becomes an 
independent court from which a writ of 
error cannot ite to the supreme court. 

The supreme court took the briefs. and 
will probably renaer a decision in the 
matter. in ecnnection with some one of 
the fifty or sixty cases from the city 
court of Atlanta now before it, within the 
next two or three weeks,

Everything in wheat was bearish from the 
very start. Cables were lower, receipts were 
improved, and the weather gave promise of 
sunshine for some time to come. Crops 
were reported in excellent condition, and 
farmers began to sell in a hurry. Estimates 
of grain receipts for tomorrow were treble 
What they were today. On passage stuff in- 
creased 248,000 bushels and world’s ship- 
ments were 6,881,000 bushels compared with 
6.411,000 bushels last week and only 5,936,000 
bushels @ year ago. As a result the early 
scenes on ‘change were mdstly excited gcram- 
bles to unload.

Chicago, February 24.—Wheat—There was 
heavy liquidation of wheat this morning and 
the selling kept up the greater part of the ses- 
sion. Long holders got tired and began to 
unload, and it looked like everybody had wheat 
for sale. Reporte from the southwest were 
very bearish, and sentiment here also was 
bearish. 

Corn went down with wheat and showed oc 
lower than Friday's close. The !ncreased offer- 
inge of corn and lafger receipts, combined 
with lower cables, caused a slump in the 
price at the opening of about %c. Liquida- 
tion set in and the market declined a full 
cent from the opening price before the down- 
ward movement was reached, but selling near 
the close caused an additional loss. Patten 
Rave support, but the market was nervous 
and the tendency was to sell on every little 
bulge. Reports from the southwest were of 
a@ decidedly bearish character and the senti- 
ment here was of a like nature. 

Oate were nervous and lower 
with corn. and the market was poorly sup- 
ported. There was not much demand at the 
decline. There was some recovery when corn 
advanced, but the gain was not held. and 
May oats closed |{%c lower. The market was 
featureless. Armour & Co. sold a few May 
oats, and some went out on stop lose orders.

Provisions were decidedly strong early, but 
the weakness in grains induced selling and 
caused a decline. Offerings were taken large-

ribs and they did not suffer as much as pork.

000 estimated tomorrow.

MERCURY MAY FALL TODAY 


Two Highs Keep the eWather Man 
Guessing—Better Weather 
in Sight. 


Clear and colder weather is in store for 
Atlanta, according to the opinion of 
Forecaster Marbury. Today will prob- 
ably dawn clear, and remain so, while the 
temperature will show a gradual decline 
throughout the day. 

By tonight it is thought that the mer- 
cury will: be way down the tube, though 
nothing like a cold wave is anticipated. 
Forecaster Marbury thinks thai after the 
cold weather comes it will remain fair 
for several days. 

The weather conditions are not alto- 
gether certain just at present, owing to 
the fact that corresponding to the ‘‘low’’ 
uow centered around Vicksburg there are 
two ‘highs,’ one being located in South 
Dakota, with the crest descending into 
northern Texas, and the other 'ying off 
tne New Jersey coast. 

Indications point to the eastward move- 
ment of the “low’’ during the night, and 
if this takes place, according to all past 
experiences, the cold air of the northwest 
Wid begin to pour into this territory, 
bringing the iower temperatvres and 
carrying away with it-the moisture which 
has been so conspicuously present for the 
last tew weeks. 

if, however, the “high’’ on the New 
Jersey coas* siculd predominate, and 
winds will be trom the northeast, and 
Atlanta will nave another installment of 
coid, wet weather, accompanied by the 
very unpopular east wind. 

Rain began to fall yesterday about 
noon, end the afternoon presented as bad 
Weather as has been seen here lately, 
altnough the morning was fair and just 
cold enough to be pleasant. 

Gulf Storm in Georgia. 

The followmhg dispatch from Washing- 
ton tells of the movement of the gulf 
storm into Georgia: 

“Washington, February 24.—The lower 
gulf storm has moved eastward to south- 
western Georgia, increasing somewhat in 
intensity. Local rains and thunder 
storms have occurred in Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee, the lower Mississippi valley, east 
gulf and south Atlantic states. Light 
tains also fell in the lower lake’ region. 

“The temperatures have risén on the 
south Atlantic coast and fallen somewhit 
in the lower Mississippi valley. In the 
Mississippi valley end the Rocky moun- 
tain region the temperature is 15 to 20 de- 
grees above the seasonal average. There 
will be rain Tuesday from the Carolinas 
nortnward to New England and westward 
to the lower lake region. The weather will 
probably clear in New England Wednes- 
day. Elsewhere generally fair weather is 
indicated, 

“The temperature will fall somewhat in 
the east gulf and south Atlantic states 
Tuesday. It will continue to rise in the 
scuthwest and over the eastern slope. The 
winds along the middle and south Aft- 
lantic coasts will be cast to northeast, 
increasing Tuesday and becoming west 
Wednesday. Brisk northwest Winds wiil 
prevail on the gulf coast. 

“Steamers which depart for European 
ports Tuesday will have fresh north ito 
east winds and probably rainy weather. 

“Storm warnings are displayed on the 
gulf coast from Mobile to Key West and 
cn the Atlantic coast from Norfolk to 
Jupiter.”’

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RAILWAY NOTES. 


Franklin Extension Assured. 

It is now assured that the Tallulah 
Falis railroad will be extended to Frank- 
lin, N. C., a distance of over # miles. 
The extension will traverse a country 
rich in developed resources and will 
doubtless prove a payirg investment. 

George L. Previtiss, of New York, is 
president of the Tallulah Falls railroad 
and holds the majority of the road's 
stock. Mr. Prentiss is also the owner 2f 
the Teliwiah Lodge. one of the hand- 
somest hotels in Georgia, and is in other 
Ways interested in northeast Georgia and 
the adjacent sect:ons of North Carolina. 

The contract for building the extension 
for 5% miles from Tallulah Falls has been 
let to Fred Wagener, of Atlanta, who an- 
noutces that ne will at once begin work. 

The building of this section will prac- 
tically end the difficulties of the con- 
struction of the road s:nce the rest of it 
will lie in open country, while this part 
will have to cut through the very vack- 
bone of the Blue Ridge. 

The people in the counties through 
which the road will pass have long clam- 
ored for this 2xtension znd have promised 
the road their hearty and enthusiastic 
support. 


Rush for Reunion Business. 

Passenger men in the southeast will be 
chiefly interested in the coming Confed- 
erate Veterans’ reunion in Dallas from 
now until it begins, April 22. 

Although the official statement of rates 
has not yet been issued by the South- 
eastern Passenger Association, the roaus 
have already begun to advertise their 
routes and a kvely fight will be made 
for the business. 

A large part of the reunion business 
from the southeast will he handled 
through Atlanta, and fhe leading out 
lines from this point will be on the alert, 
each for its share. The business from 
Atlanta will be handled through New Or- 
leans over the West Point route, through 
Birminghamh or Chattanodga over the 
Southern and through Chattanooga over 
the Western and Atlantic. 

The western lines who have representa- 
téves here will also put up a strong com- 
petition. General agent, passenger de- 
partment, W. T. Saunders, of the 
’Frisco, has already issued a _  leaf- 
let showing the four routes from 
Birmingham to Dallas via his line. 
Traveling Passenger Agent 8S. L. Par- 
rott, of the Choctaw, is also in the field 
with early literature and Is making a 
strong play of the depot connection en- 
joyed by hfs road in Memphis. 


Heavier Rails on the Seaboard. 

The Seaboard Air TAne intends great- 
ly to.improve its roadway between At- 
lanta and Monroe, N. C., and for this 
purpose has contracted for 10,000 tons 
of 75-pound rail for June delivery. 

This steel will be at once laid and will 
be a big improvement over the 60-pound 
rail which is now on the ties. The 60- 
pound rail on the Columbia and Savan- 
nah line is now being taken up and the 
75-pound laid in its place. It is thought 
that the work on this Kne will be com- 
pleted by the time the steel for the 
Atlanta and Monroe Mine is delivered for 
use. 


More Prisoners Coming. 
Another lot of prisoners for the federal 
prison will arrive in Atlanta Wednesday 
at noon. They are coming from Indian 
Territory and will be brought into At- 
lanta by the Southern via Birmingham. 

In this party there are forty prisoners 
and they will travel in a Missour!, Kan- 
sas and Texas prison car. This car %was 
built especially for the transportation of 
prisoners and is. provided with every 
means for their safe-keeping.
